abundant near Ardmore, and on that 
account they moved their machinery 
to that city. But on account of these 
deposits being so far from railroad 
accommodations the working of them 
was never very profitable. Not long 
wince Mr. D. A. Herring came here 
from Ardmore aud began investigat­ 
ing the local asphalt mines and as 
a result of his inquiry into their 
resourcesfu lness 
and 
practicability 
he at once began to develop same. 
It is not generally known but never­ 
theless it is a fact that Mr. 
Her­ 
ring has been shipping out almost 
daily car loads of asphaltum to the

It is said to 
be a first-class quality and the de­ 
posits within a few stones throw of 
the incorporate limits are inhausti- 
ble. Mr. Herring is a present* work­ 
ing 15 to 20 men in the quarry and 
iising a half dozen teams in load­ 
ing cars.

One morning before daylight tho 
I nited States Express company was 
robbed of $40,000, and. sad to sav 
there was not a shred of evidence to 
fell the story of how this small for­ 
tune was permitted to slip from the 
grasp of a corporation that had tho 
reputation of being one of the most 
careful and conservative in America. 
The scene of the robbery was at Sus­ 
quehanna, Pa., and the local authori­ 
ties did everything in their power to 
locate the cash, but ail to no avail. 
In this emergency the company en­ 
listed the services of Robert A. Pink­ 
erton. 
it is probable that no detec­ 
tive in the world was better equipped 
to grapple with a problem of this kind 
than '-Bob Pinkerton.” 
He had the 
experience of a lifetime in following 
crime of this particular character, and 
although his adventures were 
little 
known to the public at large, he 
en­ 
joyed the reputation of 
more 
suc­ 
cesses than any other man in 
the 
agency. 
On June 20. 1883, the Marine Na­ 
tional bank of New York sent to the 
h itst National bank of Susquehanna 
a sealed package containing 
$40,000 
in currency and national bank notes. 
The money was to be used in the 
payment of wages of more than I OOO 
employes of the Erie Railroad 
com­ 
pany in the local shops. 
The pack 
age was carried to the United States 
Express company’s 
office 
in 
New 
\o r k by a clerk of the Marine bank 
who received a receipt for it. 
The 
money clerk of the express company 
took charge of the cash and inclosed 
it in the regular canvas pouch, sealed 
with the company’s 
stamp 
and 
at­ 
tached a tag on which was the name 
of the company’s agent at Susquehan­ 
na. 
The pouch was duly delivered to 
Messenger Van Wagenen, who placed 
it in the safe with other valuables. 
It was midnight when it reached Sus­ 
quehanna and he turned the expen­ 
sive package over to Dwight Cham­ 
berlain, a night clerk and watchman, 
r h o was jointly employed by the ex­ 
press company and the Erie Railroad 
company. 
Chamberlain placed it in 
the safe in the ticket office and locked 
it with a key which he carried in his 
pocket 
After that he was busily em ­ 
ployed in his usual duties about the 
station, frequently being away from 
the .ticket office until seven o'clock 
on the morning of the 21st. 
While casting up his accounts the 
messenger 
from 
the 
Susquehanna 
bank arrived and called for the sealed 
package. 
The pouch was taken from 
the safe, but instead of the $40,000 in 
cash, a number of small packages of 
brown manilla paper, cut about the 
size of bank bills, were found in the 
receptacle.

Chamberlain, the night clerk, one of

Automatic Money Assorter. 
| 
A machine has just been invented in 
Prague for assorting coins. 
The in­ 
ventor claims that it will assort metal 
coins which have been thrown togeth­ 
er. regardless of their denominations, 
placing each denomination in a sepa­ 
rate basket. 
The various coins are 
thrown indiscriminately into a funnel 
ar the top of the machine, and from 
the funnel they slide downward, alight­ 
ing on a spiral track. 
This track has

The scene of the robbery was at Sus 
quehanna. Pa., and the local author 
ties did everything in their power t 
locate the cash, but all to no avail.

Hated the services of Robert A. Pink 
erton 
It is probable that no detec 


five in the world was better equipped 
to grapple with a problem of this kind 
than '-Bob Pinkerton." 
He had the 


experience of a lifetime In following 
crime of this particular character, am 
although his adventures were 
little 


known to the public at large, he en 
joyed the reputation of more 
sue 


cesses than any other man in 
the 
agency. 


On June 20. 1883, the Marine Na- 


tional banh of New York aent to the 
First National bank of Susquehanna 
a sealed package containing 
140,000 


In currency and national bank notes. 
The money was to be used in the 
payment of wages of more than 1,000 
employes of the Erie Railroad com- 
pany in the local shops. 
The pack- 


age was carried to the United States 
Express company's 
office 
in 
New 


York by a clerk of the Marine bank 
who received a receipt for it. 
The 


money clerk of the express company 
took charge of the cash and iocloseil 
it in the regular canvas pouch, sealed 
with the company's stamp and at- 
tached a tag on which was the name 
of the company's agent at Susquehan 
na. The pouch was duly delivered to 
Messenger Van Wagenen. who placec 
tt in the safe with other valuables 
itl was midnight when it reached Sus- 
quehauna and he turned the expen- 
sive package over to Dwight Cham- 
berlain, a night clerk and watchman, 
yho was jointly employed by the ex- 
press company and the Brie Railroad 
company. 
Chamberlain placed ft in 


the safe in the ticket office and locked 
It with a key which he carried In his 
pocket. After that he was busily em- 
ployed in his usual duties about the 
station, frequently being away from 
the .ticket office until seven o'clock 
.on the morning of the 21st. 


While casting up his accounts the 
messenger 
from 
the 
Susquebanna 


bank arrived and called for the sealed 
package. The pouch was taken from 
the safe, but instead of the $40,000 in 
cash, a number of small packages of 
brown manilla paper, cut about the 
size of bank bills, were found In the 
receptacle. 


This 
being 
the 
case. 
either 


Chamberlain,- the night clerk, one of 
the employe».vor some other person, 
unknown, was guilty. 
Chamberlain 


was subjected to a rigid cross-exam- 
ination, and at 
its 
conclusion Mi-. 


Pinkerton expressed the belief that 
he was entirely innocent of any com- 
plicity in the theft. 
A careful watch 


kept on all of the employes of the 
company brought no developments. 


At this stage of the game the detec- 


tive broadened the line of his inquiry 
so as to include every man, woman 
and child In the town of Susquehanna. 
Some Instinctive feeling—probably the 
result of bis long years of experience 
—made blm believe that the crime 
had originated In the little town in 
Pennsylvania. 
After 
learning 
as 


much aa possible about the personal 
history of the Inhabitants, he began j 


the process of elimination, dropping 
out names of all those to whom he 
was morally convinced on suspicion 
could be attached. 
Then he ascer 


talned the names of all persons who 
had left the town within the preced- 
ing 12 months, and as a result of this 
learned that George H. Proctor, the 
foreman of the boiler shops of the 
Erie Raihoad company, had gone to

He boarded the train and interviewee 
the conductor, who told him that Mar- 
tin and Collins, evidently suspecting 
trouble, had Jumped from the train 
during a temporary slow-down on the 
Canadian side.

Automatic Money Assorter. 


A machine has just been invented in 


Prague for assorting coins. The in- 
ventor ciaims that it will assort metal 
coins which have been thrown togeth- 
er, regardless of their denominations, 
placing each denomination in a sepa- 
rate basket. 
The various coins are 


thrown indiscriminately Into a funnel 
af the top of the machine, and from 
the funnel they blide downward, alight- 
ing on a spiral track. This track has 
a protecting edge or raised border con- 
taining slits corresponding to the vari- 
ous sizes of the coins. As the coins 
of various denominations glide down- 
ward on to the track through some pe- 
culiar mechanism of the machine they 
pass through the slits corresponding 
to their various sizes, entering their 
respective baskets at the bottom of 
'he machine. It Is said that several 
firms handling large amounts of coin 
dally have tried the machine with sat- 
isfactory results. 


The same principle is not unknown 


in Florida and California, where it Is 
adopted for sizing oranges.—Harper's 
Weekly. 


Magnesia Preserves Teeth. 


One who has tried the experiment 


says that If the teeth are thoroughly 
brushed af night the last thing before 
retiring and a piece of magnesia the 
size of a filbert taken Into the mouth 
and chewed so as to bring It In contact 
with all of the teeth at all points It 
will prove of great advantage. 


The magnesia not only corrects the 


acidity of the mouth, but forms by 
some chemical action not fully under- 
stood a coating over the enamel, which 
remains over night and protects the 
teeth from any injury from the stom- 
ach acids. U also assists in prevent- 
ng the recession of the gums, which 
s such an unpleasant trouble. 


Brushing the teeth with a six part 


solution of dioxide of hydrogen Is ex- 
tremely advantageous. A few drops 
of myrrh used dally to brush the teeth 
is an old and favorite corrective of bad 
breath and decay.—Health.

eral Russell of this city from banks, 
loan and trust companies, and farm- 
ers, Oklahoma, Missouri, Texas and 
Arkansas, making inquiries relative 
to the suits filed against the 3,000 
defendants to clear titles to Indian 
lands. These suits

here and filed in a Circuit Court of 
the United States within the last 
few weeks. Just what kind of lands 
are effected by the suits and what 
lands are not effected is the ques- 
tion that is asked. 


Relative to this, the Attorney Gen- 


eral today Issued the following state- 
ment to the press. All of tbe lands 
in the suits have now beeu allotted 
and most of them were allotted be- 
fore the deeds, mortgages or other 
iucumbrance were made, which the 
government seeks to cancel by the 
suits. AH of the suits concern land-s 
the restrictions on which have just 
been removed by the act of May 27, 
last.

a $40,000 Robbery 


Passion for Gaming Table Turns Promising Master Mechanic Into a King of Crooks

One morning befoie daylight the 


'United States Express company was 
robbed of $40,000. and, sad to saj, 
there was not a shred of evidence to 
ten the story of how this small foi- 
tune was permitted to sHi> from the 
grasp of a corporation that had tho 
reputation of being one of the most 
careful and conservative in America. 
The scene of the robbery was at Sus- 
quehanna. Pa., and the local authori- 
ties did everything in their power to 
locate the cash, but all to no avail. 


In this emergency the company en- 


listed the services of Robert A. Pink- 
erton 
It is probable that no detec- 


tive in the world was better equipped 
to grapple with a problem of this kind 
than '"Bob Pinkerton." 
He had the 


experience of a lifetime in following 
crime of this particular character, and 
although his adventures were 
little 


known to the public at large, he en- 
joyed the reputation of more 
suc- 


cesses than any other man in 
the 


agency. 


On June 20. 1883, the Marine Na- 


tional bank of New York aent to the 
First National bank of Susquehanna 
a sealed package containing $40,000 
In currency and national bank notes. 
The money was to be used in the 
payment of wages of more than 1,000 
employes of the Erie Railroad com- 
pany in the local shops. 
The pack- 


age was carried to the United States 
Express company's 
office 
in 
New 


York by a clerk of the Marine bank 
who received a receipt for it. 
The 


money clerk of the express company 
took charge of the cash and inclosed 
it in tbe regular canvas pouch, sealed 
with the company's stamp and at 
tached a tag on which was the name 
of the company's agent at Susquehan- 
na. The pouch was duly delivered to 
Messenger Van Wagenen, who placed 
H in tbe safe with other valuables. 
jfl was midnight when it reached Sus- 
quehauna and he turned the expen- 
sive package over to Dwight Cham- 
berlain, a night clerk and watchman, 
T'ho was jointly employed by tbe ex- 
press company and the Erie Railroad 
company. 
Chamberlain placed it in 


the safe in the ticket office and locked 
it with a key which he carried in his 
pocket. After that he was busily em- 
ployed in his usual duties about the 
station, frequently being away from 
the .ticket office until seven o'clock 
.on the morning of tbe 21st. 


While casting up his accounts the 


messenger 
from 
the 
Susquenanna 


bank arrived and called for the sealed 
package. The pouch was taken from 
tbe sate, but instead of the $10,008 in 
cash, a number of small packages of 
brown manilla paper, cut about the 
size of bank bills, were found in the 
receptacle. 


This 
being 
the 
case. 
either 


Chamberlain,- the night clerk, one of 
the eTnployes-.sor some other person, 
unknown, was guilty. 
Chamberlain 


was subjected to a rigid cross-exam- 
ination, and at 
its 
conclusion Mi'. 


Pinkertoa expressed the belief that 
he was entirely innocent of any com- 
plicity in the theft. 
A careful watch 


kept on all of the employes of the 
company brought no developments. 


At this stage of the game the detec- 


tive broadened the line of his inquiry 
go as to include every man, woman 
and child In the town of Susquehanna. 
Some instinctive feeling—probably tbe 
result of hie long years of experience 
—made Dim believe that the crime 
had originated in the little town in 
Pennsylvania. 
After 
learning 
as 


much aa possible about the personal 
htitany of the Inhabitants, he began 


the process of elimination, dropping 
out names of all those to whom he 
was morally convinced on suspicion 
could be attached. 
Then he ascer- 


tained the names of all persons who 
had left the town within the preced- 
ing 12 months, and as a result of this 
learned that George H. Proctor, the 
foreman of the boiler shops of the 
Erie Haihoad company, had gone to 
Buffalo about a month after the rob 
•bery. 
This was a rich lead and the 


detective followed it up with great 
eagerness. 
He located Proctor in 


Buffalo without an> 
difficulty 
and 


learned that the man was engaged in 
speculating in oil, and that be had 
made considerable profit from that oc- 
cupation. 


The man came in the course of a few 


weeks, and Pinkerton, who bad as- 
sumed an alias, casually found an op- 
portunity of having himself presented 
to Proctor. 
He invited him out for 


stroll and finally suggested 
that 


they go to his room at th-e hotel and 
smoke a cigar. 
Once there, the de- 


tective turned to Proctor and said 
sharply: 


"It's no use. Proctor, the game is 


up!" 


"What do you mean?" gasped the 


astonished man. 
'I mean that my name Is Robert 


Pinkerton, and that I have all tbe 
facts in the safe robbery." 


"You have!" exclaimed the other. 
"I have," was the response, "and 


tbe sooner we close It out the bet- 
ter" 


After this Proctor threw off all re- 


serve and admitted his guilt. 
He 


said, however, that he had been the 
tool of two men named Martin and 
Collins, who were now in Canada. 
They had given him $11.000 as his 
share of the booty" which he had 
placed in a glass jar and buried it in 
the yard of his house, leaving it there 
until his removal to Buffalo." Piaker- 
ton believed this story and arranged 
;o permit Proctor to go at liberty, de- 
termining to hold him as a witness 
foe the prosecution and also aa a <!«• 


coy to bring Collins and Martin from 
Canada where they had gone to be 
beyond the reach of the American 
law. 
Proctor was allowed to remain 


at his home in Susqiiehauna, pledging 
himself to keep Piukerton's agency 
constantly informed of 
his 
move- 


ments. 
One morning, however, he 


broke his parole without warning. 


Much chagrined at the mistake he 


had made in the character of Proctor, 
Pinkerton set about to recapture the 
three robbers. 
His first step was to 


put out a rumor that the trio were 
being sought by the police for a bur- 
glary committed in Canada. 
On hear- 


ing this, Martin, Collins and Proctor 
purchased tickets to Portland, from 
whence they had taken passage by 
telegram on a steamer scheduled for 
London. Pinkerton was informed of 
this through the various agencies at 
his control and stationed himself at 
Island Pond, a 
point in Vermont 


where the 
Grand Trunk 
railroad 


crosses the line into the United States. 
He boarded the train and interviewed 
tbe conductor, who told him that Mar- 
tin and Collins, evidently suspecting 
trouble, had jumped from the train 
during a temporary slow-down on the 
Canadian side. 
He said, however, 


that the third man was still in his 
berth. 


"That is enough," said Ptnkerton, 


and he started for the berth where 
Proctor was sleeping. 
Pushing his 


band in, he shook the man roughly. 


"What Is it?" was the sleepy 
re- 


sponse. 


"Time to get up," said the detec- 


tive, "hurry." 


Proctor jumped out of 
bed 
and 


stood In the passageway of the car 
rubbing his eyes with his fist. 


"I want you on a matter of great Im- 


portance, Mr. Proctor." 


As soon as he heard his voice. Proc- 


tor recognized 
the 
detective. 
He 


smiled grimly and said: 


"All right. 
I guess tae jig's up." 


And tbe jig was up. 
la the trial that ensued the tall de- 
tails o£ th» crime fcwama known. 


About a year before the robbery Proc- 
tor sectired employment in the boiler 
shops of the Erie Railroad company at 
Susquehanna. 
In six months his su- 


perior skill made him foreman of the 
shops. 
In this position he learned 


that the money used to pay the em- 
ployes was brought from New York 
city, and that it was frequently kept 
in tbe safe of the express company 
for 48 hours before being paid to 
the men. 
He next discovered who 


carried the keys of the 
safe 
and 


learned that the agent of the express 
company at Susquehanna and two of 
the cterks each had a key. 
His af- 


fable manner soon made him a warm 
friend of the three men. 
One day, 


while in the shops. Proctor asked one 
of these clerks to loan him his keys 
in order to unlock Ms tool chest. In- 
nocently the man handed Proctor bis 
bunch of keys. 
They walked togeth- 


er towards the tool chest. 
Proctor 


easily picked out the safe key as he 
walked along. 
He had a small piece 


of white'paper in his hand, and while 
he conversed with the clerk he rubbed 
the key tightly on the soft paper. The 
impression was perfect. 
It was al] 


Proctor needed. 
That night before 


going to bed he had a key exactly like 
the safe key on the clerk's buncb— 
such Is the expertneas of "Utters" In 
the burglar's world. Before morning 
he had a plan of all the details of the 
robbery. 
He did not deem it safe 


to attempt the enterprise alone, so he 
secured the aid of the two Canadians, 
named Collins and Martin. 
At the 


time they were living near the Suspen- 
sion bridge. 


Proctor now found that the pouch 


containing the $40,000 would leave 
New York city at six o'clock in the 
evening on June 20. 
The train ar- 


rived in Snsquehanna at three o'clock 
n the morning. 
In 60 minutes the 


pouch had been pnt in the safe by 
the agent and taken out by the con- 
spirators. 
The bogus bag and seal 


had already been prepared and aa 
soon as the genuine pouch wai taken 
i 


out tlw other was put in it* place. 


Thief 
George 


H. Proctor, a 
Wit, skilled mu- 
sician, foreman 
in boiler shops 
and athlete, sue, 
cumbs to great 
detective's mar«* 
Velous powers 
of reasoning. 


The substitution took place while the 
agent was busily engaged in the way 
bill department of the station at four 
o'clock in the morning. 
The agent 


was out of ear shot at the time Martin 
opened the safe with the key that 
Proctor had made and took the bag 
containing the money. The substitute 
was put in its place and the sate 
locked, and in ten minutes' time Col- 
lins and Martin, carrying a valfse with 
the 140,000, took a train for Corning, N 
Y ; from thence they went to Sche- 
nectady. 
and then to Suspension 


bridge, where Proctor was waiting for 
them. 
The object of this circuitous 


journey T\as to throw anyone off the 
trail in case they were followed 
At 


Suspension bridge the three conspira- 
tors met and divided their loot. Proc- 
tor received $13,000 as his share 
of the booty, and calmly returned to 
Susquehanna, and, putting on his over- 
alls and working clothes, resumed his 
employment in the boiler shops. 


Robert Pinkerton was much chagrined 


to think that Proctor had been able 
to hoodwink him in the early part of 
the affair. 
Instead of being an Inno- 


cent accomplice, he was a profession- 
al burglar with a checkered career. 
Proctor, when he began the serious 
part of his life, was a first-class me- 
chanic and at an early age became the 
foreman of the Portland boiler works. 
The passion for gambling caused him 
to lose his position, and in a few 
years he had joined a group of east- 
ern burglars, acting for them as a 
'fitter" in opening safes. In' the Cen- 
tennial year, after he was convicted 
of a safe robbery in Ixjwell, he wa« 
sent to the Massachusetts state prison 
at Charleston for four years. 
He be- 


came organist of the prison and had 
unusual privileges. As a result he 
>ecame acquainted with Charles Bnl- 
ard, a fellow convict, who was serv- 
ng a 20-year term for breaking into 
:he Boylston bank, Boston, and together 
:hey conceived a plan of escape. Proc- 
or made impressions of the cell door 
keys and made keys out of old knives, 


rom time to 
time 
he 
gathered 


enough clothes to be used by himself 
ind Bujlard when their plans of es- 
•ape had fully ripened. 
The clothe* 


n the meantime were deftly hid in 
he top of the organ. 
One eventful 


night Proctor, Bullard and seven other 
ong-term convicts escaped. 
Proctor 


md Bullard went to Canada by way 
if New York. In Toronto they robbed 
he ticket office of the Grand Trunk 
lailway company at 
Brockville of 


3,000. 
A few days later they robbed 


nother ticket office near Quebec of 
4,000. 
Aftetr that Proctor got work 


n the Toronto safe works, and after 
while was promoted to a traveling 
alesmanship. 
When he sold a safe 


e arranged tbe combination, and Bul- 
ard would follow him a little later 
and rob the safe. 
The suspicion of 


he safe company eventually caused 
is dismissal. 
On another occasion 
Proctor 
At- 


empted to break jail but did not meet 
with his usual success. He pried the 
ars off the cell door, but when he 
eached 
the 
corridor the 
sheriff 


topped him at the point of the pl*- 
ol. 
As a remit of this he was »en- 


enced to eight years' solitary con- 
nement, part of this for his original 
ffense and two years for attempting 
o break jail. 
A week after 
thin 


ieces of paper were found on the 
oor of his cell bearing the Impre*- 
ons of the key of hi* cell door, the 
orrldor door, and the door leading to 
street. It was after be had served 


its sentence that he went to Sus- 
uehanna and lived as an honest man 
ntll the opportunity came for him to 
ake part In the great safe robbery. 


The "King of Burglar*," aa Proctor 
as called, was given a long sentence 


tb« Susquehanna 
express rob- 


ery at hard labor in the Eastern pen- 
entiary at Philadelphia. HI* accom- 
Ices, as far as known, were never 
aptured.

Automatic Money Assorter. 


A machine has just been invented in 


Prague for assorting coins. The in- 
ventor ciaims that It will assort metal 
coins which have been thrown togeth- 
er, regardless of their denominations, 
placing each denomination in a sepa- 
rate basket. The various coins are 
thrown indiscriminately into a funnel 
al the top of the machine, and from 
the funnel they blide downward, alight- 
ing on a spiral track. This track has 
a protecting edge or raised border con- 
taining slits corresponding to the vari- 
ous sizes of the coins. As the coins 
of various denominations glide down- 
ward on to the track through some pe- 
culiar mechanism of the machine they 
pass through the slits corresponding 
to their various sizes, entering their 
respective baskets at the bottom of 
'he machine. It is said that several 
firms handling large amounts of coin 
daily have tried the machine with sat- 
isfactory results.

solution of dioxide of hydrogen is ex- 
tremely advantageous. A few drops 
of myrrh used dally to brush the teeth 
is an old and favorite corrective of. b»d 
breath and decay.—Health.
